14. Report on Periodicals and Literature, was read 
by T. W. Ayers : 

REPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

One of the great needs of to-day is a more thorough dissemi- 
nation and reading- of religious Literature. 

One of the evils of to-day is the demand for the sensational 
newspaper and the cheap novel. 

The individual who is a constant reader of the more sensa- 
tional newspapers and the thrilling cheap novel, soon finds that 
the truly valuable periodicals and literature become dull to him 
and that it is a burden to read them. 

These statements are not theories, but conditions which ex- 
ist to-day, and probably never before in the history of the world 
has it been so important that the church of the Living God put 
forth its best efforts to place in the hands of the people, and es- 
pecially the young, literature which is calculated to lead to a 
higher and nobler life and to bring the unsaved to Christ. 

But what are we as churches and individual Christians do- 
ing to place in the hands of the people such literature as is cal- 
culated to make them better Christians, better Baptists, or to 
lead a sinner to Christ? 

It is true that we are doing reasonably well in supplying 
children in our Sunday Schpols with the quarterlies and pam- 
phlets published by the Sunday School board of the Southern 
Baptist Convention; but what other efforts are we making to get 
them to read good books, tracts and our denominational papers? 
And into how many families in the boutfds of our Association 
does even the Alabama Baptist go? 

The true answer to these questions would .show the need of 
greater efforts to place in the hands of the people such literature 
as they will derive profit by reading. Will we do our duty and 
put forth such efforts along this line as we should, or will we go 



on indifferently as heretofore? This is the great personal ques- 
tion which we must answer. 

We desire to especially recommend: 

1. The Sunday School Literature of the board of the South- 
ern Baptist convention. #. 

2. The Alabama Baptist. This is the paper of the Baptists 
of Alabama, and should have a much larger subscription than it 
has at present. We frequently hear complaints that this paper 
is not as good as it should be. Probably this complaint is a just 
one. But we should remember that it takes money to make a 
first-class paper, and that the Alabama Baptist can never be 
made such a paper as we would like to have it without the co-op- 
eration and support of the Baptists of the State. This it needs 
and this it should receive. 

3. The Baptist Union, published at Chicago. This is a pa- 
per which should be in the hands of the young people in every 
church whether they have a Baptist Toung People's Union or 
not. The column which it devotes to prayer meeting service is 
alone worth the price of subscription. It gives a topic and such 
helps as will enable any consecrated young man to interesting- 
ly conduct a prayer meeting service. The price of this paper to 
individual subscribers is $1.50 per year, and $1 to clubs of six or 
more. 

4. The Foreign Mission Journal. This is amost excellent 
and interesting publication and should have a large circulation 
in the bounds of our association. 

5. The Home Field, which is the organ of the Home Board. 

This journal should be in the hands of all who desire to keep up 

with the work of the Home Board.

19. Report on Sunday Schools was read by D. C. 
Cooper: 

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

This indeed has been one of the most prosperous years in the 
Sunday School Work we have ever had. From reports that we 
have received from different sections of the State, we are per- 
suaded that the Lord has moved the people as never before to 
enlist in the Sunday School Work. 

We believe that the real work of the Sunday School is for 
church members to learn and teach the Word of God, and it 
seems to us to be the best means of learning- our children and 
young people the word of God and in some cases developing teach- 
ing - talent that migbt otherwise remain dormant. 

As an evidence of the Lord moving the people in this direc- 
tion, we would call your attention to the Sunday School Conven- 
tion that we had in this house in May last, where the Lord's pres- 
ence was manifest to a more wonderful extent than ever before 
in our County Convention. 

This leads us to thank God and take courage for the future. 

The time is ripe indeed for us to have a Baptist Sunday 
School in every community in the bounds of this Association. 

From the reports of the .Sunday School work in the letters 
read, out of twenty-eight letters read we have nineteen Schools 
and the Lard has blessed and taken into the fold fifty from these 
nineteen schools during the last Associational year and we are 
sure that there are others in the other letters to follow. 

We find that the greatest draw back to advancement in this 
work comes from church members, those who pledged their best 
efforts in the Master's service. We feel that the Sunday School 
is the best place for the training and educating our children and 
our young people and for the strengthening, teaching and devel- 
oping all of our church members.

J. C. Wrigrht: 

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

That which the silent course of events has long- been pre- 
paring, now in the fullness of time is come. The Twentieth 
century; now upon us, will obliterate east, west, north, south, 
and concentrate all things at the center. It will unite the east- 
ern and western hemispheres, and make from the two halves one 
whole world. It will be the Old world in the New. The conflict of 
ages and the clash of civilizations will build a new world. It will 
break up the stagnant peoples of the east, and throw them into 
modern atmosphere, which will cleanse and advance them, as on- 
ly a clean, christian civilization can. The west will swallow up 
the east: but the two, halves will be united, not by conquest and 
sword control, but by conciliation and assimilation. And in 
the blending of the hemispheres, the economic conditions, politi- 
cal ideas, and the fundamental religious thought of our world 
will not escape the great leveling to come, and the far-reaching 
and momentous transformations. 

In China and India, the mills of human experience have 
wrought out a staid civilization, whose forms of life and molds 
of thought, are solid, permanent. They have established a social 
order of man fixed in forms and conventions, whose authority is 
absolute, as their reasons past finding out. 

They have given a sort of eternity to prejudice, and a perpe- 
tuity to error, and superstition and idolatry infixed with th«> 
granite of the eternal hills. 

But the hour now is. the globe will be nationalized. The 
world-kingdoms become the kingdom of our Lord and His Christ. 
"The one far-off divine event. 
To which the whole creation moves." 

World processes are working, world problems confront us 
And who is sufiicient for these things. It will take all that the 
wisest statesman, all that the greatest leaders of thought all 
that the holy ministers of God can do to meet, unite and harmo- 
nize all these diverse elements into one world-wide, christian 
family and brotherhood. 

But the Lord has forces and resources. Always, and in all 
ages, m crises, competent leaders appeared at the opportune mo- 
ment, and with some of these, a part of their education was in- 
spiration. 

Recent events aregiving new and larger outlooks, and im- 
posing heavier responsibilities. And the demand for an able 
and educated ministry was never ^o urgent and pressing. These 
conditions must be met by ministers who are men men «m~T 
erated. men called of God. men consecrated, me^hosT £*Z 



churches — proved and loved by the people of God. Each minis- 
ter of God must have all these qualifications, or else, his culture 
be it ever so broad and thorough, cannot avail to accomplish the 
mission of the Gospel Ministry. Hence churches should be 
careful in their recommendations of men for ministerial educa- 
tion. 

"And lay not careless hands 
On skulls that cannot teach, and will not learn. 
Dropping - buckets into empty wells, 
And growing- old in drawing nothing up." 

Never before in the history of our denomination were there 
so many young men entering the ministry. And the facilities 
for educating them are ample, in our Academies, Howard College 
and the Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. But many 
worthy indigent students are unable to take the prescribed 
courses without financial aid. These should be supplied — none 
should go away empty, and all should be thoroughly furnished, 
that each might come forth a polished shaft, an approved work- 
man who need not be ashamed.

26. Devotional exercises conducted by the Moder- 
ator, reading the 84th Psalm, prayer by T. A. Hegdon. 

27. Moderator called the Association to order. 
The minutes were read, corrected and approved. 

28. Under head of Miscellaneous Business a mo- 
tion was made and carried, that the Missionary collec- 
tion on Sunday, be equally divided between the three 
Mission Boards. 

29. J. H. Foster, Jr., offered the following resolu- 
tion, and the same was adopted: 
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Whereas there is some inclination on the part of Baptists of 
Alabama to pay the debt of Howard College, 

Resolved, that we, as an Association, pledge ourselves to do 
our part in the carrying out of any plan that may be decided up- 
on by the State Convention. 

30. J. H. Foster offered the following resolution 
which was adopted: 

In view of the freshly awakened interest in Cuba, various as- 
sociations have passed resolutions suggesting the raising of 
$50,000 for the extended work in Cuba and Porto Rico, therefore 
be it 

Resolved, that we cordially unite in expressing our convic- 
tion that such an amount of $50,000 is needed for this work in 
this field, and that we commend the raising of it to our churches. 

31. Report on Denominational Education was read 
by J. H. Foster, Jr. : 

REPORT ON DENOMINATIONAL, EDUCATION. 

Education both as to method and principle is today in the 
forefront of human interests. As a system, it has come to un- 
derlie everything that is useful. 

Though American history abounds in the record of men who 
attained to prominence though they were untaught in the schools, 
this is but a feeble pretext for neglecting educational training 
now. As the country has grown and its institutions social, po- 
litical and religious — have increased, its people have risen in the 
scale of moral and intellectual excellence so that the de- 
mand for educated men and women has been augmented. To 
ignore the demands of the present period for scholastically 
trained men and women, is to disregard the high interests of the 
present generation. 

Responding to the demonstration of the time both the 
Churches and the State are seeking to supply the demands. 
Christian denominations recognizing the fact that the school and 
the college are indispensable adjuncts to usefulness, alike in pri- 
vate and public walks are establishing institutions of learning 
of such varied grade as to meet the demands of the times. 

More and more are Christian people recognizing the impor- 
tance of putting their children under the wholesome influences of 
colleges and schools manned by men of known integrity and 
religious conviction. 

Belonging to the Baptists of Alabama are two institutions of 
which we are justlv proud, the Howard and the Judson. These 
institutions have had eventful careers but they have come through 
the ordeals of war and of flame and are today the peers of the 
leading colleges in the South in scholastic instruction, while 
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they are presided over by men and women of known religious 
conviction and the college homes are blessed by the sanctity of 
the Christian religion. The Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary is an institution of which all Baptists are justly proud. In 
its faculty are men of prodigious intellect and profound conse- 
cration. These three institutions we commend to your patronage, 
your prayers and vour benefactions.

Your Committee on young people's work notes with some 
degree of embarrassment that, while in some parts of our State 
the B. Y. P. U. has been pushed and good accomplished, in the 
bounds of our association the work has not grown much if any. 
Those of us who read The Alabama Baptist remember the inter- 
esting report of the State B. Y. P.U. held in Montgomery, the 
latter part of July last. The report of said Convention showed 
that the r wyrk.is growing in interest in some of our town and 
city churches. The District Union, in our own bounds, composed 
of Anniston, Oxanna and Oxford churches, for some reason has 
been suspended. We believe that great good is accomplished in 
these district unions. Hence we recommend that the Union in 
our Association be revived and through this channel reach the 
country churches. 

We recommend that each Pastor in our Association organize 
a Union in each church and thus develop the material that can 
be made so valuable to our Churches.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 
The Committee on Temperance is usually expected to write 
an essay on alcoholic liquors, but in our judgment, the subjact 
extends over a much broader field. 
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It is a very easy matter for us to condemn the use of strong 
drink, inasmuch as the evils of such are seen on every hand. 

The Calhoun Association is on record, as a body, against the 
use of strong drink as a beverage, and we would re-affirm our 
fidelity to the cause of temperance, and urge our members to total 
abstainence. 

But we desire further to urge our people to abstain from 
every appearance of evil, to be temperate in all things, not fol- 
lowing the works of the flesh, which are these: "Adultery, for- 
nication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatory, witchcraft, 
hatred, variance, emulation, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 
envyings, murders, drunkenness, revelings, and such like, for 
they that do such things shall not inherit the Kingdom of God." 

—Gal. 5; 19-21.

THE HOME BOARD. 

The Home Board needs increased contributions for the pros- 
ecution of the great work committed to it by the Southern Bap- 
' tist Convention. The field to be taken for Christ, the Captain of 
our Salvation, embraces the Southern States. These include our 
homes and altars, where our children's minds are moulded for 
their future missions in life. Home! will it ever cease to electri- 
fy? will it ever cease to charm? It should touch a tender chord 
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in our sympathies, sound the note of alarm and the knell of eter- 
nity. The number of lost souls in our home-land should be to us 
a funeral dirge and predicts hundreds of our own children lost.. 
The Home Board is the daughter of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. Born in 1845, she has lived over a half a century. She 
has went from conquest to victory with increased velocity and 
accelerated momentum, sending the tidal waves of salvation to 
many hearts and homes. 

The Home Board is the fostering mother of Foreign Mis- 
sions. In the same ratio the Home Board succeeds, the Foreign 
Board prospers. It is the parent-trunk and extends its branches 
through the Foreign Board to the utmost boundary of human 
existence. It says in its efforts, the world for Christ. 

Begin at Jerusalem, at home, in the heart, and the river of 
salvation will flow out from the fountain and bless the world. 

2. Home Board embraces the Indian Territory native 
Americans. We have their country, the graves of their fathers 
and mothers, their hunting ground and fisheries. These should 
preach to us from so many pulpits reminding us of our obligation 
to send them the gospel of salvation that tells them of an eternal 
home— a city of gold offered to all, regardless of personal or na- 
tional distinction, who will believe on Jesus. 

3. Work in Cuba. Our work in Cuba has been greatly im- 
peded by the absence of soul-liberty and the inauguration of a 
legalised artifice for the distribution of human life for human- 
ity's sake. 

The cries of that oppressed people constrained us to deliver 
them from Spanish slavery. Their freedom greatly increases 
our obligations and opportunities to offer to them a Saviour who 
can deliver them from the guilt and condemnation of sin. 

As many of our heroes have given their lives to rescue the 
starving and dying, so God's people should give at least part of 
their money to save Cuba from the death that never dies. The 
memory of Cuba's discoverer, whose bones rest in Havana, the 
metropolis of so many of the dead, should be a bugle blast to 
wake us up, and for Gods glory, for Christ's sake, and in His 
stead, take Cuba for Christ. 

Cuba was a stepping stone to Spain in discovering America, 
may it be a stepping ^tone from America to reach Porto Rico, 
the Ladrone. Philipine Islands and Spain with an untrammeled 
gospel, and the word of God. which cannot be bound— God's own 
plan to save sinners. 

Action and re-action are equal. The gospel is reptracing its 
steps, and with the opportunities now before us, let us heed the 
marching orders of the Captain of our salvation. Go everywhere 
and preach to everybody. 

The above named work, with the mountains, cities and the 
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great western work, call loudly upon us to use every laudable ef- 
fort to supply the Home Board with the means to accomplish 
this Christ appointed work.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Your committee notes some highly gratifying facts in con- 
nection with Foreign Missions. Both the financial and statis- 
tical reports are as encouraging, if not more encouraging, than 
any previous year. Seven hundred and one (701) persons were 
baptized in connection with our Missions. The sum of $124,249.- 
69 were raised for the work. All indebtedness was paid, with 
about $2,000 on hand with which to begin the new year. Our 
work as now operated requires at least $9,000 per month. The 
Board must receive this amount each month or else go in debt. 
Four months of the present conventional year have already 
passed, during which time only $10,038.56 has been received by 
the Board. Of this amount Alabama has paid only $385.62. 
Brethren, this looks very much like we are only playing at 
Foreign Missions. 

When we fall so far behind in contributions during one-third 
of the conventional year, the Board is forced to go in debt f o r 
borrowed money, or the missionaries go unpaid. The former in- 
creases the expense of the Board, while the latter causes the 
missionares and their families to suffer. 
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If all the churches would give more during- the months of 
Ma_v, June. July and August, the work would be greatly 
strengthened. We ought to rejoice in the privilege of sustaining 
promptly the faithful men and women who represent us and the 
cause we love on the foreign fields. 

We have 76 foreign missionaries with 117 native assistants. 
Some of the the natives are supported by the churches on the 
foreign fields. During the past year four new missionaries 
were appointed to the foreign mission work. 

We are sure all will rejoice when they learn that several 

churches, both in Mexico and China are entirely self-supporting. 

We have missionaries in six foreign countries. Divided as 
follows:

THE ORPHANAGE. 

Its name is Louise Short Baptist Widows' and Orphans* 

Home of Alabama. 

The first step taken towards its establishment was when 
Mrs. M. L. B. Woodson made known to the State Baptist Con- 
vention, in November, 1890, that she would give her real estate 
for the maintainence of a Baptist Widows' and Orphans' Home 
in Alabama. 

The Home was temporarily located at Evergreen, January 
16, 1893, the present Financial Secretary being asked to take the 
management of it, he being then pastor at Evergreen. 

March 10, 1893, in a small rented house, the Home was opened 
to receive its first inmates. By November of that year we had 
received twenty-two children, and the trustees decided to locate 
the Home permanently. 

After duly advertising for bids for a location, Evergreen 
was chosen and property purchased, consisting of eighty acres 
of land lying on Main street, thirty acres of which is farm, 
thirty in pasture and twenty in woods. 

The buildings were a ten room brick house and three tenant 

houses. , 

The purchase price was $5,000, which with interest on the de- 
ferred payments amounted to $5,400.33, which was promptly 

^Important improvements have been added to the home by 
which we have another brick building with eleven rooms, and all 
the former house thoroughly renovated and much improved; ade- 
quate water works and a complete system of sanitation. These 
improvements cost about $3,500. 

The boys are taught to do farm work. The girls do various 
kinds of housework. All that are old enough attend the South- 
west Alabama Agricultural school, where no tuition is charged, 
the matriculation and incidental fees amounting to from $o.00 
to $10.00 per year for each pupil. 

All attend Sunday school and church. Twelve of them have 
been baptized. The current expenses amount to about $6.00 per 
month for each child. 

Since the Home was started there have been gathered into it 

forty-one boys and forty-nine girls, and out of it have gone by 

apprenticeship two boys; returned to their people, seven boy s 

: and seven girls; by adoption, eleven boys and eleven girls; irreg 

ularly, two boys; by death, one boy; leaving in the Home eight- 

ee0 ^^mm^^«r urge the churches to give the Home 
their hearty sympathy and -gg^^ sltbmitted .
